Contritions of ^alc 


I. The highest Udder to le the buyer: and if any 

dispute should arise between two or more bidders, 
the lot in dispute shall be put up again. 

II. No person to advance less than one shilling; above 
Jive pounds, two shillings and sixpence ; and so on

III. The purchasers to give in their names and places 
of abode (if required) and to pay down five 
shillings in the pound in part of payment; in 
default of which, the lot or lots so purchased to be 
immediately put up again and re-sold .
